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Now when we have withdrawn ourſelves. into the 
Plain, they of their own accord will be glad of ſome 
little eaſe, and it may be of their own accord they a. 
gain may begin to be remiſs, and even their ſo being 
will give them a bigger blow than we can poſſibl) 
give them ourſelves. But if that ſhould fail, our go- 
ing forth of the Town may draw the Captains ont 
after us, and you know what it coſt them when we 
fought them in ehe Field before. Beſides, can we but 
draw them out into the Fields, we may lay an Ambuſh 
behind the Town, which fhali, when they are come 
forth abroad, ruſh in and take poſſeſſion of the Caſtle. 
Bat Bee/zebuby ſtood up and replied, ſaying, Tis im- 
poſſible to draw them all of from the Cattle ; ſome 
you may be ſure will lie there to keep that ; where- 
fore it will be but in vain thus to attempt, unleſs we 
were ſure that they will all come out.

The Diabolonians alſo beſtirredothemſetves, and 
made reſiſtance as well they could, but in this laſt 
Engagement the Diabolonians loſt their Courage, and 
many of the Doubrers fell down dead te the Ground.

for that he was come to the Borders of Mz»/ou/ again: 
So he ſmiled upon them, and ſaid, Peace be unto you. 
Then they addteſſed themſelves to go to the Town;

with- all the new Forces that now he had brought 
with him to che Wan Alſo all che Gates of the Town 
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were ſet open for his Reception, ſo glad were they 
of his blefied Return. And this was the manner and

Firſt, (as I ſaid) all the Gates of the Town were 
ſet upon, yea, the Gates of the Caſtle ; the Elders 
tog of the Town of Manſoul placed themſelves at : 
the Gates of the Town, to ſalute him at his entrance 
thither: And ſo they did, for as he drew near, and 
zpproached towards the Gates, they ſaid, Zift your 
Heads, O ye Gates, and be ye lift up ye everlaſiing Doors 
and the Ming of Glory Hall come in. And they an- 
ſwered again, I be is the King of Glory? And they 
made return to themſelves, The Lord firong and mighty, 
the Lord is mighty in Battle. Lift up your Heads, O ye 
Gates, even lift thim up ye everlaſting Doors, &c. | 

Secondly, It was ordered alſo by thoſe of Marſcul, 
that all the Way from the Town-gates to thoſe of 
the Caſtle, bis blefled Majeſty ſhould be entertain- 
ed with the Seng, by them that bad beſt Skill in 
Mofick in all the Town of Mar/oa/ ; then did the 
Eiders, and the reſt of the Men of Manon anſwer 
one another as Emanuel! entered the Town, till he 
came at the Caflle-gates, with Songs and Sound of 
Trampets, ſaying, 7hey have ſeen thy goings, O God, 
even the poings of my God, my King in the Sanctuary. 
So the Singers went before, the Players on Inflruments_ 
followed after, and among them were the Damſels playing 
on Timbrels. | 

Thirdly, Then the Captains (for I would ſpeak 
a word of them) they in their order waited on the 
Prince as heentered into the Gates of Manjfoul, Cap- 
tain Credence went before, and Captain Good-hope with 
him ; Captain Charity came behind, with other of his 
Companions, and Captain Patience followed after all, 
and the reſt of the Captains, ſome on the right hand, 
znd ſome on the left, accompanied Emanuel into 
Manſeul. And all the while the Colou.s were diſ- 
played, the Trumpets ſounded, and continual ſhout- 
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rode into the Town in his Armour, which auns all of beat. 
en Gold, and in his Chariot, the Pillars of it were of 
Silver, the Bottom thereof of Gold, the covering of it 
were of Purple, the midſt thereof being paved with Love 
for the Daughters of the Town of Manfoul. 

Fourthly, when the Prince was come to the en- 
trance cf Manſoul, be found all the Streets ftrewed 
with Liſhes and Flowers, curiouſly deck'd wich 
Boughs and Branches from the green Trees, that 
ſtood round about the Town. Every Door afſo was 
filled with Perſons- who had adorned every one their 


fore part againſt their Houſe with ſomething of vs- 


riety and fingular Excellency to entertain him witha! 
as he paſſed in the Streets; they alſo themſelves, as 
Emanuel paſſed by, did welcome him with ſhouts and 
acclamations of Joy, ſaying, Bleed be the Prince that 
cometh in the Name of his Father Shaddai. 

Fifthly, at the Caſtle Gates the Elders of Manſoul, 


"to wit, my Lord Mayor, the Lord Milibesuill. the 


Subordinate P. eacher, Mr. Kxcauleage, and Mr. Mind, 
with other of the Gentry of the Place, ſaluted Ema- 
nuel again; they bowed before him, they Kiſſed the 
duſt of his Feet, they thanked, they bleſſed and prai- 


fed his Highneſs for not taking adyantage agafaſt 


them for their Sins, but rather had pity upon them in 
their Miſery, and returned to them with Mercies, and 


to build up their Manſoul for ever. Thus was he had 


up ſtraightway to the Caſtle; for that was the Royal 
Palace, and the Place where his Honour was to dwell ; 
the which wies ready prepared for his Highneſs by the 
Preſence of the Lord Secretary, and the Work of 
Captain Cred-nce. So he entered in. 
Sixthly, Then the People and Commonalty of the 
Town of Mar/ou! came to him into the Caſtle to 


mourn and to weep, and to lament for their Wick- 


edneſs, by which they had forced him out of the 


Town. So they, when they were come, bowed them- 


ſelves to the Ground ſeven Times, they alſo wept, they 


wept aloud, and aſked forgiveneſs of the Prince, and 


prayed

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prayed that he would again, as of old, confirm his 
love to Manſeul. 

To which the great Prince replied, Jp not, but 
go your way, eat the fat and drink the feet, and 
fend Portions to them fer whom nought is prepared, 
for the Joy of your Lord is your Strength, I am re- 
turned to Manſoul with Mercies, and my Name ſhall be 
fer up, exalted and magnified by it. He alſo took theſe 
Inhabitants, and kiſſed them, and laid thrm in his Bo- 
ſom. 

Moreover, he gave to the Elders of Manſcul, and 
to each Town Officer a Chain of Gold and a Signet. 
He alſo ſent to their Wives Ear-rings and Jewels, and 
Bracelets, and other Things. He alſo beſtowed up- 
on the 'True-bern Children of Manſeul, many precious 
Things. 

When Emanuel the Prince had done all theſe Things 
for the famous Town of Manſoul, then he ſaid unto 
them, firſt, Vaſb your Garments, then put on your 
Ornaments, aud then come to-mo-ento-the Caſile of Man- 
ſoul, Zecl. ix. 8. So they went to the Fountain that 
was ſet open for Judah and Feruſalem to waſh in; 
and there they waſhed, and there they made their 
Garments white; and came again to the Prince into the 
Caſtle, and thus they ſtood before him, Zach. xiii. 1. 
Rew. vii. 14, 15. 

And now there was Muſick and Dancing throoghs 
out the whole Town of Manon; and that becauſe 
their Prince had again granted to them his preſence, 
and light of his Countenance; the Beils alſo did ring, 
and'the Sun ſhone comfortably upon mean tor a great 
while together. 

The Town of Mauſoul did alſo now more through- 
ly ſeek the deſtruction and ruin of all remaining Dia- 
bolanians that abode in the Walls, and the Dens (that 
they had in the Town of Manſoul) for there was of 
them that had to this Day eſcaped with Life and 
Limb from the Hand of their eee in the famous 
Town of Manſoul. 

But my Lord Willbewill was a greater ww” to

famous Town of Manſul, care was taken, and order 
given by the bleſſed Prince Emanze!, that the Townl-

| Dead that / by the Sword of Emanuel, 
and by the Shield of Captain Credence, left the Fumes 
and ill Savours that would ariſe from them, might in- 
felt the Air, and fo annoy the famous Town of Mau- 
# foul. This alſo was a zeaſon of this Order, to wit, 
* that as much as in Man/oz! lay, they might cut off the 
name and being, and remembrance of thoſe Enemies 
from the thought of the famous Town of Manon, 
and its Inhabitants. : 3 
So order was given out by the Lord Mayor, that 
wile and truſty Friend of the 'Town of Manſoul, that 
Perſons ſhould be employed about this neceſſary Bu- 
fineſs ; and Mr. Godlyfæar, and one Mr. Upright were 
to be Overſeers about this matter; fo Perſons were 
put under them to work in the Fields, and to bury 
the Slain that lay dead in the Plains. And theſe

And Old Incredulity was under Diabolus their Gene- 
ral; there were alſo the ſeven Heads of their Army, 
and they were the Lord Bee/zebub, the Lord Lucifer, 
the Lord Legion, the Lord Apeilzan, the Lord Python, 
the Lord Cerberus, and the Lord Bakai. But the 
Princes and the Captains, with Od Incredulity their 
General, did all of them make their eſcape; ſo their 
Men fell down ſlain by the Power of the Prince's For- 
ces, and by the Hands of the Men of the Town of 
Manſcul. They allo were buried as is before related, 
to the exceeding great joy of the now famous Town 
of Manſoul. They that buried them, buried alfo 
with them their Arms, which were cruel Inſtruments 


of Death (their Weapons were Arrows, Darts,

The Bloodmen are a People that have their Name 
derived from the Malignity of their Nature, and from 
the Fury that is in them to execute it ugon the Town 
of Man/oul ; their Land lyeth under the . er, and 
by that they are governed as to their Intellectuals.

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Land of Doubting, yet they do both but and bound 
upon the Hill called Hellgate-hill. Theſe People are 
always in League with the Daubters, for they jointly 
do make queſtion of the Faith and Fidelity of the 
Men of the Town of Manſoul, and ſo are both alike 
qualified for the Service of their Prince. 

Now of theſe two Countries did Diabolus by the 
beating of his Drum raiſe another Army againſt the 
Town of Man/cul, of five and twenty thouſand ſtrong. 
There were ten thouſand Doubters, and fifteen thou- 
ſand Blaodmen, and they were put under ſeveral Cap- 
tains for the Wat; and old Incredulity was again made 
General of the Army. | | 

As for the Doudters, their Captains were five of the 
Seven that were Heads. of the laſt Diabolonian Army, 
aud theſe are their Names, Captain Bee/ze&ub, Cap- 
tain Lucifer, Captain Apollyon, Captain Legion, and 
Captain Cerberus, and the Captains that they had be- 
tore were ſome of them made Lieutenants, and ſome 
Enſigus of the Army.
